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The Chancel 


The altar, 12 feet in length, is of Italian white marble complemented by six tall 
candlesticks expressing reverent simplicity in design. The customary reredos_ is 
eliminated by use of a convex wall of stone having a planter as its base. Upon the 
wall is a black wrought iron cross, a duplicate of the exterior cross. At either end 
of the planter are tall sash of stained glass which transmit a subtle variation of 
color on the outer edges of the curved wall. The pulpit, lectern, communion rail. 
baptismal font, and credence shelf are executed in a combination of white marble 


and wrought iron. 


The Nave 


The Nave, with a normal seating capacity of 758, features a ceiling which is 
undulating in line and form. The furniture and oak paneling are matched in 


a fruitwood hue. The balcony has a seating capacity of 150. 
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Lupke Memorial Chapel 


The Lupke Memorial Chapel, with a seat- 
ing capacity of 90, has as its basic interior 
theme the natural stone walls. The domed 
ceiling and the cove lighting accentuate 
the chapel appointments — the carpeted 
floor, the upholstered pews, the rich wood 
with its carvings, the Wurlitzer organ. 
One wall of the chapel is of glass over- 
looking the garden. Principal entrance 
to the chapel is through the gates of 
wrought iron which pierce the privacy 


wall of the garden. 
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Curved Wall 
Tower and Canopy 


The curved wall facing Crescent Avenue 
identifies our property as Holy Cross 
Lutheran Church, and the aluminum cross 
attached to the wall bears silent testimony 
to the fact that we exist for no other pur- 
pose than to proclaim the everlasting 
Gospel of our Lord. At the main entrance 
to the church a roof projects over the 
doors and drive, and a contemporary 
tower pierces this roof with its exposed 
structural elements of steel in satin black 
with panels of gold, topped with a cross 
brushed with gold leaf. 
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Garden From Chapel 


The enclosed Garden can be viewed from the church, the chapel, and the offices. 
Particularly noticeable are the large thermopane sash of the church and chapel 
through which the four seasons of the year are brought effectively to the worshippers. 
These large picture sash are bordered at the sides and across the top with one 
inch thick multi-colored glass plumes set in concrete. Horizontal repeats of this 
glass are set in the stone wall of the opposite side of the nave. The art of executing 
decorative glass in this manner was the method used in medieval times, and has only 
recently been revived in Germany. It is thought that this installation in Holy Cross 


is the first of its kind in this country. 


Our Church 


Our church, of lannon stone exterior and interior and of contemporary design, is 
attached to the classroom and office units. The building itself is 192 feet long, 
48 feet wide, and 36 feet high, with a free standing tower rising 30 feet above 
the highest point of the church. The entire unit, with the exception of the classrooms, 


utilizes electric heat pumps for both heating and cooling.

St. Paul’s Branch School on State Blvd. was the scene of much activity during 


the closing months of 1945 and the early months of 1946. Here the charter members 


of Holy Cross assembled for worship; here their children went to school; here 


they met to chart their course; here they prayed and worked until they dedicated 


their own first unit in 1948. 


The Ladies’ Lounge 


The lounge, with convenient entrance 
from the narthex, is beautifully appointed, 
and strategically located to serve our 
ladies not only at the time of services, but 
also for small meetings. Adjacent to the 
lounge is a small kitchenette. The lounge 
also serves as the bride’s room at the time 
of weddings. 


The Organ 


Our balcony is the setting for this large 
custom installed Wurlitzer Concert Organ. 
The console of this unusual instrument 
conforms rigidly to all the specifications 
of the A.G.O. (American Guild of Organ- 
ists) for pipe organs. Since the tone is 
not synthetic but comes from a_ natural 
source, it is that of the classic organ. In 
addition to the unique tone source which 
never requires tuning, is the custom built 


sound system with a power output of 
250 watts. 


A Classroom 


Our expansion program includes four 
classrooms which are attached to the exist- 
ing building, and the church offices which, 
in turn, were joined to the new classroom 
section. Included in this area are the re- 
ception room, the general offices and 
workroom, the pastor’s office, the assist- 
ant pastor’s office, the administrator’s of- 
fice, and the council room and church 


library. 


The Circle Drive 


Entrance to the Circle Drive is from Crescent Avenue and 
provides access to the Principal’s office, the church offices, 
and through the garden gates to the Chapel. This is the en- 
trance which will be most frequently used during the week 
by visitors to the church office and chapel.
